The year 1897 saw five collapses,

The 
year 1900-ras a disastrous year. There 
were no fewer than thirty-four accid- 
ents of this nature recorded, nearly half 
the total number. There were 40 people 
killed, and twelve people are returned 
ashavying been injured, The memorable 
typhoon of 9th and 10th November was 
directly responsible for a dozen of the 
accidents, but leaving these two black 
days unt of the count there is still 
double the number of collapses of any 


+] previous year and double the number 


of casualties. ‘Lhe typhoon collapses 
were the cause of 24 deaths and of 7 
feople sustaining injuries. This year, 
up to 14th August, there have been 
six vollapses, including, the Cochrane 
Street. catastrophe, There have teen 
two or three collapses since involving 
loss of life. The deaths recorded in the 
document total 48, and many persons 
have sustained injuries. 

The columns detailing the results of 
the Police investigations and of Coron- 
er's Enquiries are’ interesting.’ They 
show that in 38 cases no record exists 
as to the cause of the accidents, while 
in only 9 cases was it deemed necessary
